He further observes 
that Somadeva gives on pp. 181, 189 op, cit two verses which 
he calls Ghatta and thus differs from the author of Prakyta 
Paingala. Furthermore, Somadeva has called two verses 
Catuspad! and twentysix other verses, exactly similar to them, 
Paddhatika.
